A sow bred about November 
M will furrow about March 0 to 9. The 
pigs should nurse eight weeks. The 
sow should be rebred by May 20 so as. 
to furrow on or after September 8. Thel 
pigs could then nurse until November! 
3. The chances for profitably rearing 
two crops of pigs from a sow annually 1 
are undoubtedly far better In regions 
of mild cllmute and short winters than 
where IM wluters ure long and severe. 
Management During Pregnancy. 
During pregnaucy two fuels must be 
borne In mind. The drat Is that the 
sow is doing double duty. Not only l»

until they regain breeding condition. 
Where pastures are very luxuriant It 
Is possible to carry hre.sllng sows on 
pasture alone, hut In such cuso their 
condition must be studied closely hy 
the breeder.
